[rieved and hurt when the oflxoials of the govern- 
uent, in whom, by designing men, our President has 
(een induced to repose his confidence^ and power, 
ibuae that trust, and unmistakably evince that his 
imfidence has ^en misplaced, and that a power has

oyal men. I say, sir, under such circumstances we 
lave the right, and it is our clear duty to remonstrate, 
ven to demand that such wrongs shall be redressed.

We have observed the slave carefully for a life¬ 
time, and watched with intense interest his moral 
elevation during the present struggle. I vrill not 
stop to tell of the virtues and bravery he has evinced, 
but hasten to give the practical results of our views. 

We assert that we must have immediate emanci¬ 
pation throughout our country. Every foot of our 
soil must be free, and the negro must be left just 
where he is, until he and we can agree upon his 
future. We have no fears, and never had, in regard 
to that future, because we have never felt that those 
who can triumph as we surely must eventually, 
‘could commit a wrong against high Heaven, and this 
unfortunate race. Our own magnificent Missouri 
has her tobacco lands, hemp lands, grain lands, and 
great green pastures and living streams of water ; 
her hills produce the finest grapes that grow, her 
monntains are of iron, and in her bosom stHl lies dor¬ 
mant untold wealth of coal, lead, silver and copper ; 
and with these varied productions we require capital, 
skill, labor—but especially the latter; and yet we 
never anticipate any permanent development from 
negro population. On the emntrary, let our gates 
3 be open to free immigration by abolishing the 
institution of slavery, and as rapidly as this white 
tide flows in, the dark tide will flow out; the negro 
population will seek the rich lands and genial cli¬ 
mate of the South, and gradually concentrate there, 
from all the Middle and Western States. And there 
they will cultivate and raise cotton to such an extent 
as will re&lize tbe brightest dream that Jeff. Davis 
and his traitor followers ever indulged—but there 
will be this slight difierence in the calculation—tiie 
negroes will pocket the proceeds in lieu of being 
pocketed themselves, together with the cotton. 

The views of the Radicals in regard to reconstruction 
„.e as simple as our practical treatment of the negro 
question, and are fully expressed in a bill before Con¬ 
gress entitled, “ A bill to guarantee to certain States, 
whose governments have been usurped or overthrown, 
a republican form of government.” Without argiung 
the points of difference with others on this occasion, 
we assume and believe that the passage of this bill 
will reclaim, on a freedom basis, the States now in 
rebellion, and which may come back under its pro¬ 
visions, and at the sapne time interpose an effectual 
barrier to any annulment of the President’s procla¬ 
mation. Tlie first six sections of this bill provide for 
a Provisional Governor, to be appointed by the Presi¬ 
dent, for enrolling the loyal population : 

For the election of delegates to a Convention ; 

For establishing the character of voters; 

For oaths of allegiance and preserving the purity 
of the ballot box ; 

For organizing a Convention to form a State Com 
stitntion, the main features of which are expressed 
in the following sections : 

Section 7. And be it further enacted, That the Conven¬ 
tion shall declare, on behalf of the people of the State, 
their submission to the Constitution and laws of the Umteu 
States, and shall adopt the foUowini? provisions, hereby 
prescribed by the United States in the execution of the 
constitutional duty to guarantee a republican-form of gov¬ 
ernment to every State in this Union, and incorporate them 
in the Constitution of the State, that is to say : 

First. No person who has held or exercised any office, 
civil or military.

THE NEGRO'S PLACE IN NATURE. 

From The^Chrutiaii Amb&saador. 

Such is the imposing title of a pamphlet whose 
contents are said to have been rea^ by Dr. James 
Hunt, F.R.S., before the London Anthropological 
Society, and just published by Van Evrie and Horton 
of .this city. Professedly it is scientific; practically it 
is a tissue of twaddle in the interest of Southern 
slavery and consequently of secession. Dr. Hunt 
evidently knows nothing of his subject, except what he 
has gathered from the scraps and ends of writers, the 
value of whose testimony and opinions he shows him¬ 
self utterly unqualified to appreciate. His essay has 
neither beginning, middle nor end. It proves nothing, 
brings ns to no rational conclusion, and finally leaves 


the Re¬ 
publican ran'ks, and induce as many rival candidates 
to be set up as possible —even on the plauaihle growim 
of hating a more radical anti-slavery policy carriea 
out —for, being “ full of all deceivableness of unright¬ 
eousness,” they will assume any shape and resort tOi 
any trick. In this manceuvering, they will have the 
sympathy and concurrence of the Southern traitors, 
whose final hope of success in carrying their point 
bes in the triumph of the Copperhead party. Whatj 
enactments of law, what scenes of violence, what re-j 
VOUiog COmpromlecis, -vrlsat nationul btuntUatioo 
degradation would follow that triumph, imagination 
may in vain attempt to depict. But it can take place 
only by the fatuity of Republicans in allowing them¬

future. 

Gen. Fremont has many warm admirers. The Ger- 
_an8 of St. Louis held a meeting on the evening of 
the 2d, nominated Gen. Fremont for President, and 
adopted a call for a general mass meeting of his 
friends at St. Louis, on the 10th of May, “ for the pur¬ 
pose of completing a thorough organization of the 
radical masses all over the Union.” This looks 
like a determination not to abide by the decision of 
the National Republican Convention at Baltimore in 
June, and forestalls it in point of time. We do not 
exactly like this exclusively German action, aside 
from consideistions of its impolicy in the present 
critical exigency; it is not sufficienay American;

The fence 
around the yard was high, and the gate was always 
locked. The children were at play in the back yard, 
and the father with two other soldiers climbed tbe 
fence, seized the children, and departed. Mrs. W. 
ran to the pickets for help. They were colored sol¬ 
diers, but seemingly rendered her every assistance in 
their power, looking eagerly in every direction; but 
they failed to see the sight which fell upon her won¬ 
dering eyes. The children were brought into camp 
to their mother, and there was a happy reunion of 
the family, for months separated. But this did not 
last long. Bcarcely two hours had passed when Dr. 
Wheaton, in his splendi^ carriage, with a staff officer 
of the General now commanding tbe post of Mem¬ 
phis, and three mounted orderlies, came i^to camp, 
bringing an order from the General to Capt. H. B. 
Hay7 Superintendent of the camp, ordering him to 
give up the children to their owner. Capt. Hay gave 
them ^mission to search for them, and they paraded 
through the camp, presenting a scene lofig to be re¬ 
membered by those who saw it—an old rebel by the 
side of a Federal officer, Lieut Basse, of an Illinois 
regiment Let his name stand in history by the side 
of Gen. Backland, who ordered the separation of pa¬ 
rents and children, for be was eager to find them; 
but failing to do so, he returned, and stated the case 
to Capt. Hay, who refused in any way to assist them. 
The Lieutenant said he would report him to the Gen¬ 
eral, to which the Captain replied,“Very well." In 
these proceedings, no time was lost. They had been 
gone but a little while, when an orderly rode into 
camp, bringing an order from the General for Capt. 
H. to’report at his headquarters forthwith. On en¬ 
tering the General’s office, the Captain found him 
seated, and smoking cigars with Dr. Wheaton. He 
was not invited to a seat, but stood while they leis¬ 
urely investigated the case, puffing their cigars. In 
the meantime, Wheaton said, “ General, lie treated I 
your order with contempt." Capt. H. denied it, and 
continued lo do so as often as he was accused ; but 
Gen. Buckland said he believed it, for his Lieutenant 
testified to the ume thing. Wheaton then asked the 
General to step'aside, to which he readily assented. 
After a short interview, they returned, and the Gen¬ 
eral gave a verbal order to Hay to report with the 
children at his headquarters, by 9 o’cloi^ next morn¬ 
ing, and failing to do so, he assured him that he 
would place him at once in close confinement. Capt. 
H. assured him that be did not know where the chil¬ 
dren were, and asked how he could return them ; and 
returned folly persuaded in his own mind to make 
no effort to find or return them, let come what would. 
But after consulting with Lieut.-Col. Phillips, Super¬ 
intendent of Freedmen for West Tennessee, it was 
thought best on the whole to return them. We 
thought best not-to inform the parents of the conclu¬ 
sion until morning. A little fire was kindled outside

EMANCIPATION IN MARYLAND. 


THE MEMBERS OF THE 

To the LoyalPeo^ of Maryland: 

The undersigned, members of the General Assem¬ 
bly, congratulate you that the first legal step has been 
taken in the redemption of the State. 

The bill to take the sense of the people on the call 
of a Constitutional Convention, and to provide for its 
assembling, has become a law. 

Id its essential features it embraces all that 
struggled for during the campaign of last Fall. Tbe 
vote of tbe peopje is ta be taken on the 6th of April, 
and the ConventioD, if the people vote to call one,' 
to assemble on the 27th of the same month. 

If the people now do their duty, Maryland may 
stand in a few months as one of the free States of the 
Union. 

The importance of the issues of the election of the 
6th of April—the danger that the wUl of the people 
may be defeated—tbe wUes of pretended and the 
weakness of lukewarm friends, and the now apparent 
organization of open enemies—lead us to address 
you a few words of warning and advice. 

We are in favor of emancipation, immediate, final, 
unconditional, unfettered by negro serfdom, nnac- 
companied by any oppressive burthens on a people 
whose dearest interests have been sacrifieed, whose 
blood has been shed, whose fields have been laid 
waste in a war selfishly waged by armed traitors ii 
the interest and on behalf of slavery. 

We call on you to see to it that such emancipation 
shall be the resnlt of the Convention. 

We exhort you at once to organize and work 
bring out every vote for a Convention and for candi¬ 
dates who are in principle and feeling hearty support- 
s of immediate emancipation. . 

You are aware, fellow-citizens, that the representa- 
)n in that Convention, on the present constitutional 
isis, gives to the small Counties a vote vastly out of 
proportion to their population. 

It is necessary that a solid vote should be sent i 
om the loyal and emancipation parts of tbe State 
favor of decided action. 

The opponents of the Convention have determined 
..v raUy their votes against the calL They hope that 
the idea that the Convention wUl certainly assemble 
may esnse the friends of a Convention carelessly f 
be absent from the poUs. 

It is only necessary for the friends of the call 
vote, to carry it by such a majority as ahaU make 
overwhelming in its moral eflfect. 

Yon must not forget, fellow-ciiizens, that the triu 
phant march of the armies of the republic, lifting 1 
banner in every State of the rebel confederacy, has 
modified the utterances and professions, at least, ^en 
of the secessionists of Maryland. Those ainqng them 
who aspire to public position, who will ^ek seats >" 
the Convention, wiU not come before the people 
rebels. They profess now to be State Rights Dem¬

Some part of onr people may need to be warned 
V. /en against them. We have seen them in this Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, occupying high positions by their 
admitted abiliti^, and studiously denying the charge 
of being rebels; yet on every question that could test 
opinion, whether it has been to offer bounties to oo^ 
patriotic volunteers, to relieve their families by the ap¬ 
propriation of money, to return the thanks of the State 
for their gallant conduct to our soldiers and sailors, 
to present the Stars and Stripes, in the name of the 
State, to the soldiers of Maryland—they have voted 
solidly and squarely against every loyal and patri-1 
otic measure.

It is enough to silence us when he asks us 
if It is not plain that the government of Abraham 
Lincoln is not plainly trying to get the same service 
from a negro as from a white man, without^ paying 
him the price which it has decided to be the just val¬ 
uation of those services ? In addition to this there 
a case where a negro is maltreated—driven off 
, insulted or sneered at in Congress—but it is 
paraded here as a representation of^he general feel¬ 
ing in the North. It is vain to answer to all this 
that much has been done; a man might as well jus¬ 
tify his Ignorance of reading and writing at thirty, 
by saying that he is not nearly as ignorant as he was 
■ three, when he didn’t know even the alphabet. It 
natural and right that we should look more at 
what has to be done than at what has been done, and 
especially not sit in idle complacency over last year’s 
crop when the seed time of this year is silently pass- 
our beads. Does not every loyal and honest 
America know that there must be a mighty 
change in America with reference to tbe legislative 
treatment of the negro (which is really the only way 
to change his social treatment) ? The worldfuUy ex¬ 
pects us to set every slave in America free. There is 
not a single champion or friend of the United States 
here who does not daily, in the fullest manner, guar- 
nd pledge this result.
